DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/21/201 1 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

The present communication responds to the Amendment of 5/23/201 1 . 
By this communication, claims 12, 17, 30, 32, 34 and 44 were amended. The 
amendments did not add new matter. Claims 1-20, 23-28, 30-35 and 44-50 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-14, filed 5/23/201 1 , with respect to 1-20, 
23-28, 30-35 and 44-50 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections 
of claims 1-20, 23-28, 30-35 and 44-50 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20, 23-28, 30-35 and 44-50 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. With regards to claims 1 , 9 and 23 the prior art does not disclose or 
render obvious "a penetration monitoring electrode fixedly mounted on the injection 
needle and electrically insulated from the injection needle" in combination with the other 
limitations of the claims.
